France bos 
a binietullic currency and tuaintaina the 
parity of gold nnd ailver by red« .mlng 
the psper currrncv* In silver whenever 
gold Is demanded for export. 

It is true Ihul since 1873 the mlnta of 
France have uot been open to the free 
coinage of silver, but the full legal 
tender live-franc pieces have been kept 
in cirvulatiuD snd their {lebt-|Mylng 
qualily has not been Uupaired. nor are 
creditors allowed to conimet against 
them, nor have they ever Iteeu de- 
aonneed aa “SO-ceut dollars.** If a 
French etiilor should denounce the live- 
franc piece as dishonest he would And 
the country too hut to hold him. 

It if scarcely tieeiwsary to say that a 
French minister of Anonec would be 
considered an iiulxi'ite if he should pro¬ 
pose to imuc bonds to buy gold when 
be had hundreds of millions of dollars 
of full legal tcmicr silver on luiml.

BOun>’cd as *‘yO-oeiit ilollnro." If a 
French editor should denounce the tlvr- 
fruiic piece u» dlvhoccsl he would find 
the country too hot to bold him. 

It it kcar<*ely necjxotury to soy that a 
French miiiiatcr of ilimnee would be 
considered on !iul>e<‘ile if be slunild pro¬ 
pose to issue boudN lo buy gold w-hen 
be had huiidrciU of Diilliuns of dollars 
of full legal tcmlor sUveron liiind.
